Beales Not After Renomination 


While a pitched battle between at least 


three candidates for Congress is in pros- 
pect in the Democratic ranks in the Twen- 
tieth district, statements made by Con- 
gressman C. William Beales and Congress- 
man D. F. Lafean says The York Dis- 
patch, reveal that the field is yet clear on 
the Republican side. Congressman Beales, 
who was in the city between trains on 
Tuesday, on his way to Washington, made 
the positive announcement that he will 
not again be a candidate. Congressman 
Lafean announces bis intention of seeking 
nomination again as congressman-at-large. 
Though it had been known to some that 
Congressman Beales was considering his 
decision, the announcement comes as a 
surprise to the general public. There are 
consequently no other Republican con- 
gressional candidate at this time, but it is 
expected that the next few weeks will 
bring one forward. 


"I will not be a candidate for, nor ac- 


cept a renomination to congress", he stat- 
ed, "This action on my part is taken after 
mature deliberation and consultation with 
my friends." 


"I realized immediately after assuming 


the duties of the office that to honestly 
and conscientiously perform the same for 
the best interests of my constituents, I 
would be compelled to not only sacrifice 
my business but neglect my family. Since 
the con" eniag of congress, necessitating 
my presence in Washington, I find more 
than ever thatone with my limited means; 
a business which requires constant person- 
al attention, and a family of growing chil- 
dren which require a father's care, must 
sacrifice cither his business, his family, or 
iis constituents. As my family's future 
welfare depends upon my business and my 
attention to home duties, I do not feel jus- 
tified in sacrificing the interest of my con- 
stituents. 


'This determination on my part will 


not prevent me from faithfully and con- 
cientiously serving my constituents until 
the expiration of my term, March 4, 
1917."

Beales Not After R enom ination 
While a pitched battle between at least 
three candidates for congress is in pros­ 
pect in the Democratic ranks in the Twen­ 
tieth district, statements made by Con­ 
gressman C. William Beales and Congress­ 
man D. F. Lafean says The York Dis­ 
patch, reveal that the field is yet clear on 
the Republican side. Congressman Boales, 
who was in the city between trains on 
Tuesday, on his way to Washington, made 
the positive announcement that he will 
not again be a candidate.

“This determination on my part will 
not prevent me from faithfully and con­ 
scientiously serving my constituents until 
the expiration of my term, March 4, 
1917.”

A GENERAL SURVEY OF 
THE WAR 


TUESDAY. 
Despatches from Sofia say the en* 
tente nations.have ordered Greece, In 
an ultimatum, to cxpol within forty- 
eight hours, all consular representa­ 
tives of the central powers. 
German 
reports say the allies 
havo 
landed 
forccs at Piraeus aiul Phaleron, su­ 
burbs of Athens, and that King Con­ 
stantine is preparing to leave his 
capital for Larissa. 
Vienna reports say Italy is prepar­ 
ing to withdraw her expedition from 
Albania. 
London, on the other hand, 
insists Victor Emmanuel's troops will 
stay. 
Turkish despatches admit Russian 
advances in the Caucasus region. 
Petrograd official statements say the 
civil government of Dvinsk, which re­ 
moved to Pskov, some months ago, 
before the German advance, has re­ 
turned to Dvinsk. 
Unimportant Rus­ 
sian successes near Riga are admit­ 
ted by Berlin. 


WEDNESDAY. 
French reports say Montenegro has 
broken off peace negotiations with 
Austria, and King Nicholas is plan­ 
ning to seek refuge in Italy. 
Confusing 
reports 
come 
from 
Greece. 
London 
discredits 
reports 
from Teutcnic sources 
that 
allied 
troops have been landed near Athens, 
and that the Greeks have received an 
ultimatum demanding the removal of 
diplomatic envoys of the central pow­ 
ers. 
The Russians announce the capture 
of important positions in the Caucasus, 
and say several Turk regiments were 
annihilated. 
Constantinople, on the 
other hand, says Russian advances in 
this field have been checked, 
German prisoners at Kiev arc re 
ported to have said the Austrc-Ger- 
mans have begun the evacuation of 
Lutsk, Volhynia, the troops moving 
westward. 
An announcement wa3 made In the 
house of commons in London that 
German casualties, as published in 
official lists to date, total 2,535,708, 
the killed aggregating 588,9SG. 


THURSDAY. 
Montenegro, according to an official 
communication to Romo, has broken 
off peace negotiations with Austria, 
and fighting has been resumed. 
Russian despatches announce an im­ 
portant victory over the Turks in the 
Caucasus region, saying the Turkish 
center has been smashed, and that 
the Ottoman troops have been driven 
back on a* front of sixty-five mJe.;, 
upon Erzerum.

The difficulty of saving a man who 


htis fallen overboard at night is al- 
most insuperable, because of the im- 
possibility of seeing him in the heav- 
ing waste of waters. When a great 
maritime disaster takes place at night, 
as the wreck of the Titanic did, and 
hundreds or thousands of human be- 
ings are scattered over the sea in the 
darkness the loss of life is appalling, 
fiimply because they cannot be seen. 


If every life belt could bear a light, 


the floating or swimming persons 
could readily be picked up. To pro^ 
vide such a lighted life belt is the ob- 
ject of an invention by A. M. McGiff 
of New York. 


It consists essentially of a bag made 


of rubber or other waterproof mate- 
rial, containing a small electric flash- 
light and attached by straps to the 
ordinary life belts and life preservers. 


The flashlights may be either tubu- 


lar or flat, the former being more suit- 
able to ring life belts, the latter to 
those that are strapped about the 
body. The flashlights can be of small 
size, for these will glow through the 
greater part of a night. 


When a life preserver is thrown at 


night to a man who has fallen over- 
board he can rarely find it in the 
dark, but with a little flashlight glow- 
ing upon it he will see it and be able 
to reach it. if he can swim.

Economical Device Where Waterway 


Has to Be Cut Through High 


Country—Superiority Over 


Tide-Water System. 


It is a fact that a ship really climbs 


a ladder. 


Bach step in the ladder is a small 


lock in which the ship can float. To 
begin the ascent a pah- of gates at 
the bottom of the ladder is opened 
and the ship sails in. Then the low- 
est gates are shut and more water 
is allowed to go into this lock, or 
dock, where the ship is. 


When the water in this lock is level 


with the water in the upper lock, an- 
other set of gates is opened and the 
ship sails into the second lock. The 
gates are then shut, and when the 
water has been allowed to flow into 
the second lock, in which the ship 
now is, other gates are opened. And 
so on the ship goes up tbe ladder. 


If it were not for the system of 


locks, which may be really called ship- 
ladders, the canal would need to be 
cut very, very deep where it goes 
through high country, so that the sur- 
face of the water would be on the 
same level throughout the entire 
length of the canal. But with locks 
the cutting of a canal is much easier 
and cheaper. 


It was for this reason that the Pan- 


ama canal was designed and construct- 
ed as a lock canal, although many en- 
gineers favored the tide-water or non- 
lock as the better system. 
It is 


claimed that the slides which have 
already caused thousands of dollars in 
damage to the canal would have been 
far worse had the channel been cut to 
a depth which would have directly 
connected the two oceans.

Queen Pudding.— Take three eggs, 
three-quarters of a cupful of milk, on»’- 
half capful of hot water, three tablo- 
spoonltils of sugar, tAA'o of gelatin and 
two of choppetl raisins, with vanilla f«» 
flaA’or. 
Heat the milk to the boiling 
point; add the beaten yolks of the egg^^ 
with the sugar dissolved in Avarm wa­ 
ter, While still Avarm add the Avhltcs 
thoroughly beaten and fiavor Avith \u 
nllla. 
Put into a mold and add th«» 
raisins chopped. 
Mashed Carrots.— Scrape the car­ 
rots and lot them stand In cold Ava- 
tor fo.* half an hour. 
Cook until ten­

and wash, season well with butter and 
a dash of lemon juice; garnish th*» 
dish with parsley and serve xiyvy ho:.

ripen,

the gelatin in the milk ten minutes, 
add all tho other ingredients except 
tho vanilla, cook unfcil the egg is 
thick, stirring constantly, add the fia- 
vorlng and strain into a mold.

The seed corn work of the children 


of the public schools has assumed 
gigantic proportions. The superin- 
tendents of county schools have giv- 
en splendid support to this movement. 


The boys and girls are encouraged 


Hang Seed Corn So Air May Circulate 


Freely Around Each Ear. 


each to select a farmer partner. It is 
noticeable that there are just about 
the same number of farmers as pu- 
pils in the average district. In any 
event the childicn are so apportioned 
that each farmer has a young partner. 
Each pupil calls upon his larmer part- 
ner to learn how he cares for his seed 
corn, asking him the name of the 
variety, how many bushels he has se- 
cured per acre, what date the crop 
was planted, what date gathered, 
how hung up, how protected from 
rats and mice, how much he has on 
hand, and how much he is willing to 
take for what surplus seed corn he 
may have for sale. 


This information is taken back to 


school, where the pupils compare 
notes and each writes his findings. 
The farmer partner is invited to come 
to a school meeting, and the best es- 
says are selected and read. 


If it is found that the seed corn 


Is scarce, the next duty of the young 
partner is to locate all the 1914 corn 
still in the crib, and to test it for 
vitality. These tests arc to be made 
with corn during February and March. 
The "rag doll," which is the most 
popular testing method, is being sup- 
plied through the co-operation of the 
grain men, millers, bankers, commer- 
cial clubs, etc., to all of the schools 
whose pupils will sign an agreement, 
each designating his willingness to 
select and co-operate with a different 
farmer. 


The value of this campaign will bo 


beyond computation. If, in the aver-

age corn county there are 100,000 
acres of corn land, an increase of ten 
bushels per acre, which is entirely 
reasonable through seed 
selection 


alone, would add millions of bushels 
of corn which might otherwise not be 
grown.
